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ICE  CFEAM  PRODUCTION 


Ice  creara  production  in  the  United  States  during  December  was  estimated  at 
53,770,000  gallons--up  2 percent  from  December  1969  and  a new  record  high  for  the 
month,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  The  year's  total  of  765,435,000  gallons  was 
about  the  same  as  in  1969,  but  1 percent  below  the  annual  total  in  1968. 

Output  increased  4 percent  from  November  to  December,  compared  with  7 percent 
in  1969,  but  a decrease  of  5 percent  between  these  months  in  1968.  Temperatures 
during  December  averaged  above  normal  from  the  Southern  Great  Plains  to  the  Atlantic 
coast,  as  far  north  as  New  Jersey.  Below-normal  temperatures  predominated  over  the 
southwest,  northwest,  northern  Great  Plains,  Great  Lakes  area  and  the  New  England 
States . 

Compared  with  December  1969,  changes  in  ice  cream  production  by  regions  were 
mixed.  Increases  varied  from  2 percent  in  the  Mountain  States  to  8 percent  in  the 
South  Central.  Other  gains  were  3 percent  in  the  West  North  Central  Region  and  7 
percent  in  the  North  Atlantic . Output  was  down  2 percent  in  both  the  East  North 
Central  and  South  Atlantic  Regions  and  7 percent  in  the  Pacific.  In  the  three 
leading  ice  cream  producing  states,  production  was  down  7 percent  in  California,  but 
was  up  7 percent  in  Pennsylvania  and  13  percent  in  New  York. 

Ice  cream  production  showed  advances  from  November  to  December  in  all  regions 
except  the  North  Atlantic,  where  it  was  off  1 percent  and  the  South  Central,  where  it 
heud  about  steady.  The  increases  varied  from  5 percent  in  both  the  E4st  North 
Central  and  South  Atlantic  States  to  11  percent  in  the  West  North  Central.  In  the 
West,  production  was  up  8 percent  in  both  the  Mountain  and  Pacific  Regions.  Advances 
in  the  three  leading  states  were  4 percent  in  Pennsylvania,  7 percent  in  New  York  and 
9 percent  in  California.

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Ice  mi  lie  production  in  the  United  States  during  December  vas  set  at  15, 095,000 
gallons.  This  is  4 percent  larger  than  the  December  output  in  1969,  17  percent  above 
Deceraoer  1968  and  a new  record  high  for  the  month.  Total  production  in  1970  vas  UP 
1 percent  from  1969  and  7 percent  from  1968. 

From  November  to  December,  an  advance  of  2 percent  contrasts  with  decreases 
between  these  months  of  2 percent  in  1969  anl  8 percent  in  1968.  Production  declined 
in  the  North  Atlantic  and  West  North  Central  States,  but  showed  advances  in  all 
other  regions. 

Compared  with  December  1969,  decreases  in  the  South  Atlantic  States  and  the  West 
were  more  than  offset  by  increases  in  the  remainder  of  the  country.

SHERBET  PRODUCTION 

December  production  of  Sherbet  in  the  United  States  was  estimated  at  3,025,000 
gallons - -down  1 percent  from  December  1969,  but  up  17  percent  from  two  years  earlier. 
Total  output  during  1970  was  2 percent  smaller  than  in  1969,  but-  was  4 percent  larger 
than  the  annual  production  in  1968. 

Output  increased  1 percent  from  November  to  December  in  1970,  compared  with  12 
percent  in  1969  and  a decrease  of  2 percent  between  these  months  in  1968.  Production 
held  steady  in  the  West  North  Central  States,  but  decreased  sharply  in  the  North 
Atlantic  and  East  North  Central  Regions.  Advances  occurred  in  all  other  regions. 

Compared  with  December  1969,  production  decreases  in  the  North  Atlantic,  both 
North  Central  Regions  and  the  Pacific  more  than  offset  increases  in  the  remainder 
of  the  country.

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U.S.  production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils 
ctner  than  milkfat  in  December  was  estimated  at  3,250,000  gallons--a  new  record  high 
for  the  month.  Output  at  this  level  is  1 percent  larger  than  in  1 969  and  10  percent 
greater  than  in  1968.  Total  production  during  1970  was  off  6 percent  from  1969  anl 
7 percent  from  1968. 

Production  advanced  7 percent  from  November  to  December,  compared  with  1 percent 
at  this  time  In  1969  and  a decrease  of  11  percent  two  years  earlier.  Increases 
occurred  in  Louisiana,  Texas,  Arizona  and  California,  while  no  change  in  production 
was  noted  in  Oklahoma,  Montana  and  Oregon.  All  other  Mellorine -producing  states 
had.  decreases. 

Compared  with  December  1 96$),  increases  in  Louisiana  and  Texas  more  than 
offset  decreases  in  most  other  states.
